Swallowed the Lead, 
Lerd Kitchener, one of the most 


distinguished of the Knights of the j lea mackerel ever think of the toll 


Bath who recently were installed at 
Henry VII.’s Chapel in Westminster ! 
Abbey, once had as narrow an escape 
of his life as ever befell a soldier. 
It was in the course of the prolonged 
and flercely-fought campaign in the 
Boudan in the ‘eighties, in the first 
year of that decade, in fact, 

Ther. was a lively skirmish going 
on at a place mamed Handoub, just 
outside Suakin, when Kitchener, who 
was then a« rising young officer of 
Engineers, was shot at by one of the 
Mahdi’s negro soldiers. The bullet 
found {ts mark in the side of Kitch- 
ener’s face at the back of the cheek. 
It was a Remington bullet, and in- 
filocted a really dreadful wound, 
breaking the bone at the base of the 
jaw. It took a long time t~ get the 
splinters of bone out, and:the doc- 
tors were unable to operate, as the 
bullet and fragments of bone were too 
close to the jugular vein. The ball 
could not be located, and the .octors 
pronounced his case as hopeless. They 
said the patient could not live and 
his sister, accordingly; was sent for 
from England. 

The future savior of the Soudan, 
however, differed from the surgeons, 
and steadily refused to believe in 
their gloomy prognosis of his case, 
and, though he had to endure a jour- 
ney down the Nile to the hospital at 
Cairo, confined in a small cabin in 
sweltering heat, his thin, muscular 
physique and iron will-power kept 
the dreaded fever at bay.

Machines For Milking. 


One cf the most prosperous indus- 
tries in Australia fs that of dairying, 
and with the extension of operations 
the latest labor-saving machinery is 
being adopted. For milking the ma- 
chines in use are the latest. At one 
dairy, where about 100 cows are in 
milk, there are seven machines in- 
stalled, providing for the milking of 
48 cows at the one time. The ma- 
chines are working effectively, and 
appear to find favor in the eyes of the 
practical men. ‘Shey combine efficien- 
cy with simplicity, and present vo 
difficulty in handling. ‘The releaser 
conveys the milk from the cow to the 
separator quickly and cleanly, owing 
to the automatic adjustment of its 
inflow and outflow. The approximate 
cost of installing a plant of this kind 
is $1,750, and it is capable ef milking 
a hundred cows in about two hours. 


Light From Below. 

One of the first bores put down in 
Western Queensland to tap the great 
artesian storage. known to exist in 
the interior of Australia, was at 
Thargomindah, and the water from 
{t is now being put to a novel use. 
The pressure is 270 pounds to the 
square inch--one of the strongest 
pressure bores in Queensland, though 
the flow is not very strong — about 
670,000 gallons per day. ‘The boro is 
2,660 feet deep, and the temperature 
of the water is 166 degrees. It 
drives a waterwheel at 1,200 revo'u- 
tions per minute to provide power for 
an electric light system for Thargo- 
mindah. The charge for light is 25 
cents ner week per light. It {s con- 
trolled by the Queensland Govern- 
ment. 


St. Kilda Linked Up. 

The inhabitants of the little {sland 
of St. Kilda, off the northwest coast 
of Scotland, whose homeland is In 
such an isolated position that they 
only received news of the death of 
the late King Edward nearly a year 
after the event, are congratulating 
themselves upon the installation of 
wireless communication between their 
faland and the mainland which has 
just been effected.

Prepared For Market. 
How many of those who eat pick- 


j and weary hours of waiting that are 
, spent by the men who make a living 
by catching them in seine nets. The 
look-out man, or ‘“‘huer,” as he is call- 
ed in Cornwall, Eng., alts on the edge 
of the cliff eagerly watching for the 
black patch on the sea that proclaims 
the mackerel school “playing up." 
The atentorlan shout he gives is heard 
by. the fishermen, resting on their 
Oars, probably half asleep, in the 
boats far beneath him. In a moment 
all is excitement. The boats haul their 
anchors and race in the direction indi- 
cated by the “huer.” 

It is a case of “first come, first 
shoot.” The great seine boat leads 
with the heavy mass of brown net 
heaped in its stern; then comes tho 
“vowler,” as it {s called—probably 
a corruption of “follower’’ —- whose 
business it {s to see that the fish, 
when once enclosed by the seine, do | 
not leap over the row of floating 
corks, and this is done by either 
splashing with a great stone tied toa 
cord, or else by throwing smaller 
stones futo the circle, a large supply 
of these having been put in the boat 
before it left the beach. - Presently 
the crew of the “vowler” will help to 
haul the seine, pulling in one end 
whilst the crew in the larger boat 
pulls in the other. 

Lastly comes the ‘‘Jarker,’’ general- 
ly manned by boys. This little boat is 
a tender to the others, taking out the 
anchors, for it is necessary that the 
bigger boats should be firmly anchor- 
ed so that there may be something to 
pull against when hauling the seine, 
and the boys also shake loose any 
part of the great net that may get 
fouled. It is very hard work, too, be- 
cause all the toll and time may have 
been expended fn vain, and the mack- 
erel scliool may have escaped for 
some more fortunate boat to secure. 

But if ali is well the harvest of the 
sea is reaped, and the mass of silver, 
purple, and blue is poured from the}; 
net to the boats. Then wet, hot, and 
exhausted, the men prepare for the 
next ‘“‘shoot.’’ The seine is arranged 
afresh, and once more the weary 
fishermen await the ‘‘huer’s’ cry

TRICKS OF THE MOVIES’ 


gow FILM ~ PRODUCERS GET | 
STRANGE, EFFECTS, 


Wrick Moving Pictures Are Mostly 
Made With a Stop Camera Which 
Allows Dummies To Be Substitut- 
ed For Live Aetors at the Critical 
Moment — Method of Making 
Furniture Move. 


The stop camera is the medium by 
which a great many clever trick films 
are taken. First of all, a film consists 
ef a series of still photographs called 
frames, each about half an inch in 
@epth, which are both photographed 
end thrown upon the screen at a 
mormal speed of sixteen per second. 
The stop camera, however, {s so ar- 
Fanged that one single frame of the 
film may be exposed, the camera stop- 
ped, and alterations made, only the 
effects of which are filmed. 

A man is knocked down and appar- 
ently run over by a steam roller, but 
@s soon as it js off him he rises and 
walks away, full of life. This is how 
such a picture istaken, The stop cam- 
era films the man being knocked down 
By the steam roller, the knocking 
@own part being an acrobatic feat, 
and then the camera is stopped, the 
Teal man slips out of ‘‘the lines,” a 
dummy is substituted, the camera 
gets going again, but the film shows 
mo break. When the steam roller has 
passed over the dummy the camera 
fs stopped, the dummy -removed, and 
the real man lies down in its place, 
afterwards to jump up in a very life- 
ke manner. 

Another variety of trick film that 
has long mystified picture-goers is 
that of the bricklayer who falls from 
the top of a sky-scraper into the 
strect below, apparently without’ be- 
fing any worse for it. His legs, arms, 
and head scattered on the pavement 
mysteriously .ivascemble, allowing 
the bricklayer to get up and walk 
@way. Exactly the same procedure 
fs used; the top of the sky-scia. r 
usually, being erected in the studlo 
@nd backed up by cleverly-painted 
@cenery. ‘The camera records the 
man's fall up to a certain point, and 
then stops, whilst the man is safely 
caught in a net hidden below. The 
mext scene is in the street and shows 
the dummy. crashing to the ground, 
the parts detaching themselves oa 
concussion. The reasse'nbling is done 
by means of invisible wires; then the 
eamera is stopped, and the-real m.n 
substituted-——and one leans back and 
@ays, ‘‘Marvellous! How on earth is 
fit done?” 

The dummy is used in numerous 
tricks. The villain who perishes in 
the flames possesses only a straw 
heart beneath his waistcoat; te 
Christian martyr, being composec of 
highly indigestible material, affords 
Kittle satisfaction to the wild beast 
devouring him. 

We have all seen the furniture be- 
Bave as if influenced by hidden ma- 
ehinery and waltz round the room. 
This kind of film takes many days 
to prepare, the objects having to be 
moved ever so slightly between each 
Photograph, so that a film which 
takes but five or ten minutes to show 
May have been weeks in the making. 
The flowers which mysteriously ar- 
Frange themselves are also controlled 
by threads. 

Many producers are fond of show- 
fnz a man jumping from a river toa 
bridge several hundred feet above. 
To obtain this effect the actor is film- 
ed dropping from the bridge in the 
ordinary way, but that portion of the 
film depicting his falling is reversed, 
thus giving the bizarre effect de- 
seribed. 

“Speedomania” is put to shame by 
gome of the folk on the film, who 
@imply fiy through space. The chase

By modifying 
the’ temperature of the water, and 
by impregnating it with lime and 
fron, they produce startling shades 
and markings.

Last year, Kasimir Veliki, a travel- 
er in Siberia, stumbled accidentally 
on this village of 1,000 houses and 
many farms-and was made prisoner.

When they entered the vil- 
lage a man was being hung up by the 
heels for stealing a horse, and not 
far off a naked Chinese, who had 
becn beaten to death, lay in the 
snow, Around his body danced 
Imansk women, singing menacing 
songs. The punished Chinese, it 
appeared, had broken the local fish- 
ing law. 

The Imansk republic proved to, 
have a whole code of laws, which 
cannot be traced to any Russian or 
other origin.

According to one theory it was a hy- 
brid Greco-Hebraic formation of me- 
phis and tophel (the Har); according 
to another its etymology was entirely 
Greek—very dubious Greek—mephos- 
tophilos, “he who does not love the 
light.” Though this derivation fs hard- 
ly acceptable, it appears that this was 


the original form of the name, the seec- | 


ond vowel belng replaced by 1 at first 
in England, whence it was taken into 
the popular German myst7ries. 

In the “Goethe Jahrbuch” Herr 
Oelhke gives an entirely novel deriva- 
tion which, if farfetched, has at least 
the merit of originality, It is based on 
two names found in chapters 4 and 
15 of the second book of Samuel, 
Pephiboschetu and Architophel. He 
reminds us that it was customary in 
the middle ages when giving names to 
evil spirits to refer to the Old Testa- 
ment; hence the combination “Meph- 
istopheles.” 

The explanation 1s not perceptibly 
more absurd than others. Goethe hLim- 


viated form Mephisto when it suited 
the exigencies of his meter, it may be 
remembered that this particularly {r- 
ritated Schopenhauer, who wrote in bis 
pamphlet “On the Murder (Verbun- 
vung) of the German Language,” “The 
foolish desire for brevity goes so far 
as to cut off even the devil's tail by 
writing Mephisto for Mephistopheles.”

‘There was 
much protest in England against the 
transportation of the distinguished 
prisoner, but the government remained 
firm. 

Official England could see nothing 


force as Napoleon within its limits, 
and, harsh as the actions of the gov- 
ernment seemed, the position thus tak- 
en was not without logic. Napoleon 
had been placed on bis honor at Elba, 
but honor did not weigh with him 
when ambition was concerned. 

Charles Lamb spoke for those who 
favored Napoleon's detention in Eng:
